Britain, Norway, Russia 
Marxism in the minds of the 
British and Norwegians has 
evolved differently from the way 
it has in the minds of the Rus- 
sians. But extreme conservatives

For they have felt that 
implicit in Marxism, with its hero- 
worship of the workingclass, and 
its bitterness against the capital- 
ists, there is an emotion which 
easily allies itself with the notion 
that force and violence are “legiti- 
mate” as means of bringing about 
political and social change.
